The columns smashed their way 
into Valdearenas, two miles north 
of Trijueque, yesterday in a count- 
er-attack which claimed to have 
disorganized the insurgent lines 46 
miles northeast of Madrid. Valde- 
arenas is close to the Siguenza- 
Guadalajara-Madrid road and lies 
about 16 miles northeast of Guada- 
lajara city. 

A series of terrific explosions 
rocked Madrid's nerthwestern 
university city sector early today 
when government units touched 
off a number of mines dug under 
insurgent positions in the sector. 
A squadron of insurgent aircraft 
droned over Madrid but did not 
drop bombs. 

Many Italians were reported 
slain in the Trijueque fighting, 
while 141 additional Italian prison- 
ers were taken.

VANCE TELLS 
CASEFOR PAY 


Wage Is Actually 17 Per 
Cent Less Than in U.S., 
He Asserts 


Cc. T. “Tess” Vance, chairman 
Local Number 861, Brother- 

hood of Railway Trainmen, in 
an interview Monday with Ed- 
monton newspapers, offered the 
| ee man's version of the wage 
dispute with the Canadian Na- 
| tional and Canadian Pacific rail- 
ways. 

“Who ever heard of a board of 
conciliation deciding in favor of a 
| working man?” said Mr. Vance 
“Our only alternative is the strike 
ballot. We are not in favor of 
strikes or agitation of any kind be- 
cause in the case of strikes, both 
sides seem to lose—but a body of 
men can't give up that to which 
they believe they are entitled. 


TRIED 20 PER CENT. 

“Early in the depression the rail- 
ways tried to make a 20 per cent 
wage reduction. We took a strike 
ballot and the cut was reduced to 
15 per cent. They restored five per 
cent. but we're still 10 per cent. be- 
low the old wage. 

“We're paid. actually 17 per 
cent. less than trainmen in the 
United States and living is cheap- 
er over there. The majority of 
their men are working in a cli- 
mate where they don't have to 
buy expensive heavy clothing 
such as we do, 
| “I don't believe the men in the 
running trades average over $1,800 
per year. This may seem a big sal- 
ary to some, Dut think of the num- 
ber of years a man must serve to 
earn this amount. None of the men 
in the running trades are on salary 
and this gives the railways the 
privilege of cutting off the men en- 
tirely when business is slack. As 
soon as business picks up again

STRICT TESTS 

“We find practically all other 
| workers including civil servants 
have had their pay restored so why 
shouldn't we? Particularly when

| any weather and we have no legal 
holidays or Sundays off duty if we 
are needed, 


“One train crew will now handle 
a train that required the services 
of four or five crews about 20 
years ago.

“We find the cost of living in- 
creasing by leaps and bounds. Some 
| blame this on the cost of raw ma- 
terials, but as far as we can see 
none of the producers of raw ma- 
terials have benefitted to any ex- 
tent.”

Farm product prices have been up for a year, 
but farm prices have not responded as they 
usually do. There is a need for more houses in 
the larger centres, but new hotuses are not being 
built. New business concerns are not coming 
into existence, as normally happens when the 
country moving up from a period of de- 
pression. People are not ticing up money in per- 
manent investments of any sort. 

It is not simply that capital is being 
imported into the province. Home-owned capital 
is not being set at work. Those who are fortunate 
enough to save some of their earnings are piling 
them in the savings banks; deposits there are up, 
and going up.

We thus find that people are interested in 
overcoming constipation for a variety of reasons: 
either because they want to get well, want to 
prevent future disease, want to feel better, or 
want to look better. . 

However, there is still another reason why 
one should want to avoid constipation and that 
is connected with the desire to be cleanly. All 
of you give considerable attention to the prob- 
lem of keeping your bodies clean by frequent 
washing on the outside, but it is even more im- 
portant to be careful about keeping clean on the 
inside. It is desirable to keep the face clean, the 
hands clean, and the rest of the skin clean, but 
it is also desirable to keep the inside of the body 
clean and sweet and to accomplish this, in- 
testinal cleanliness must be observed.

ANSWER: Nervous tension is notorious as a 
destroyer of appetite. If you find that taking the 
grape juice and resting makes you ready for the 
dinner meal, then continue to follow this 
regime. The grape juice contains a fruit acid 
which often has the effect of stimulating 
appetite. It also provides an abundance of the 
alkaline-forming minerals needed to build 
healthy blood. Inasmuch as it provides a natural 
grape sugar, this would help te bring about a 
gradua! gain in weight, provided enough is tak- 
en. Some of the elements in grape juice are: 
iron, calcium, magnesium and iodine.

The Passing Show

It isn't only the cost of living that has in- 
creased under the taxation of the present pro- 
vineial government, did you know that the cost 
of dying has gone up also? 

A few days ago I saw an undertaker’s bill 
sent to an Edmonton widow, recently bereaved. 
It was for $307, The funeral was a simple one, 
with one carriage for the clergyman and anoth- 
er for the family. The amount seems a large 
one, but of that I may be a poor judge. All 
save one of the men of my family for the past 
three generations omitted to die in their beds. 
A few died on battlefields; most of them went 
back into the all-embracing sea, from which 
life first emerged. 

Rather than have anyone spend $307 to inter 
my bones, I'd prefer to join my ancestors in a 
sailor's grave. No hired eulogy in a stuffy chapel 
ever breathed so noble a benediction as that 
which Shakespeare puts into the mouth of Ariel: 

Full fathom five thy father lies; 
Of his bones are coral made; 
Those are pearls that were his eyes: 
Nothing of him that doth fade, 
But doth suffer a sea-change 
Into something rich and strange. 
Sea-nymphs hourly ring his knell: 
Hark! I hear them—Ding-dong bell.

Part of the $307 was made up on an item of 
2% sales tax on the casket, the ¢mbalming fluid, 
the burial plot, etc, and included 2% sales tax 
on the hire of the hearse and carriage and the 
hire of the organist. No charge or sales tax was 
made for the use of the hymn books. The bil! of 
course, did not include the cost of the flowers 
sent as a last tribute to the deceased. The gov- 
‘ernment taxed the wreaths and floral offerings 
at the florists establishment, so these did not 
come into the taxation for the casket and hearse, 
ete 

Before he died the deceased had contributed 
toward solving the problem of abolishing want 
in the midst of plenty and paying the minister- 
ial salaries, by a 2% tax on the bed he Jay on, 
the sheets that covered him, the pillow that com- 
forted him and the medicines he took in an 
effort to find a cure. (Al] save those under doc- 
tor’s prescription.) But he was spared knowledge 
that the government of teachers and preachers 
intended to exact 2% on his casket and shroud, 
2% on the hearse and carriages, 2% on the 
wreaths and burial plot, and 2% on the embalm- 
ing fluid. 

I know of one man who beat the new gov- 
ernment, He was the late F. T. Vallereux, for 
many years night despatcher at Edson. Poor Val’ 
who had seen a lot of life and had a fierce hatred 
of anything that seemed to savour of hypocrisy, 
resented very much the invoking of the Deity as 
a campaign aid. As he lay ill with pneumonia, 
one thing troubled him. “I'd hate to die and know 
those Gospel-shouters were going to collect 2% 
on my casket,” he said. So he made a valiant 
effort to recover sufficiently to be put on board 
a train for Vancouver, to die and be buried there. 

If everyone who resented the idea that our 
“holier than thou” provincial government was 
waiting to collect a 2% tax on the coffin and 
flowers, hearse and carriages, burial hymn and 
burial plot, was to insist on being sent to Van- 
couver to die, what would happen to our Jocal 
undertakers. 


Public interest centres on the coronation of 
King George at London on May 12. It takes at- 
tention away from another event of potentially 
greater significance-—the opening of the new 
military and naval airport at Singapore on May 
15. The airport is part of the new defense works 
of this great naval base, so vital to the mainten- 
ance of Britain’s position in the Pacific. 

Singapore lies at the tip of the Malay Pen- 
insula. Jt holds strategic importance for the 
protection of India and Australia and the nearer 
British possessions. 

The sabre-rattling that has been going on of 
late in the Fascist countries of Germany, Italy 
and Japan, since Britain attempted to lead the 
world towards a reduction of armaments, has 
caused a change in British aims, Japan having 
overbuilt under the 5-5-3 naval agreement be- 
tween United States, Great Britain and Japan 
decided not to renew the agreement. Hence the 
competition in naval armaments, and hence the 
enlarging of the Singapore base and the strength- 
ening of the Singapore defences. 

Naval observers, in the absence of any dec- 
laration of British policy, say the obvious aim of 
Britain now is to have a navy at home powerful 
to meet a German-Italy combination, and at the 
same time have sufficient naval strength concen- 
trated on Singapore to meet any eventuality in 
the Pacific. Hence the building of new super- 
battleships, destroyers, submarines and airplane 
carriers. Each of the latter will be a floating air- 
plane base. 

During the days of the Washington Agreement 
and its 5-5-3 ratio, there was never any rivalry 
between Great Britain and United States. Now 
that the 5-5-3 agreement has gone and each of 
the three nava] powers is free to build what 
tonnage each wishes, hope is expressed that 
United States will continue to build ton for ton 
with Great Britain. A powerful American navy 
in the Pacific is a potent war deterrent. Hamper- 
ed by the poverty the Fascist nations has brought 
upon their peoples by preparations for war, they 
must now embark upon an unequal contest with 
the two rich nations which desire peace--or turn 
to peace themselves 

On the eve of the last naval and aerial man- 
ouevres at Singapore, the “special branch” of 
the British police called before them Mr. Nish- 
imura, head of one of the largest industrial con- 
cerns in Singapore. While he was being ques- 
tioned he passed his hand over his mouth, His 
answers became less distinct. In a few minutes 
he slumped deed in his chair. He had taken 
strychnine pills before the eyes of the British 
police.
